Stodola) in the Oshkosh - Apple- 
ton case is impossible to under- 
stand." 


Discussing the board's ruling 


on the North Central Airlines re- 
gional airport investigation, the 
Green Bay Republican said "... 
the board had every reason to 
choose Appleton as the 
single 


port for the Appleton - Oshkosh 
area. Traffic generation, loca- 
tion, proximity to the center of 
population and growth potential 
make the new Outagamie port 
almost ideal for this purpose. 
To eliminate service at this air- 
port, as the board would do, 
flies in the face of reason. 


"The board's inconsist e n c y 


was demonstrated when, in the 
same decision, it ordered Win- 
ona, Minn., and La Crosse to be 
served as separate points. Ap- 
pleton generates, at its present 
port, three times the passengers 
.that Winona does and the al- 
most completely - develop ed 
port at La Crosse is as close 
to Winona as Oshkosh is to Ap- 
pleton. 


"Yet," Byrnes said, "the 


board permitted the Minnesota 
city to retain separate air serv- 
ice while denying it to Apple- 
ton." 


(Sen. Hubert Humphrey, Min- 


nesota Democrat and vice pres- 
ident - elect, intervened in the 
area airport investigation by the 
CAB and "requested" that air 
service into Winona be continu- 
ed.) 


"The least the board should 


have done," Byrnes said, "was 
to continue service at both ports 
as the examiner recommended 
to demonstrate which of the I wo 
airports can attract and sustain 
the most traffic."

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Rescue Operation 
Saved Over 2,000 


Complete Death Toll Not 
Certain, May Reach 142 


LEOPOLDVILLE, 
the Congo 


(AP) 
— Belgium and the United 


States wound up their five-day 
rescue operation in the Congo 
Saturday after delivering more 
than 2,000 white hostages from 
the murderous anger of Chrisr 
tophe Gbenye's rebels. 


The complete death toll was 


not' certain, but it was known 
that at least 97 whites and per- 
haps hundreds of antirebel Con- 
golese perished in the rebels' 
blood bath. 


Unconfirmed refugee reports 


of 45 other whites massacred in 
the northeast Congo could raise 
the total to 142. 


Among the dead were three 


American missionaries. 


Some Still in Danger 


In the dramatic airborne res- 


cue, about 2,000 whites held hos- 
tage by the rebels were flown 
out from Stanleyville and Pau- 
lis. The rebels had sworn to kill 
all white hostages, but the para- 
troopers struck too fast. 


But. as Belgian paratroopers 


in U.S. pfanes pulled out of the 
northeast Congo, at least 400 to 
500 foreign nationals, a few of 
them Americans, were still be- 
lieved to be in the rebel zone. 
There was fear for their lives. 


Paulis, 250 miles northeast of 


Stanleyville, was left undefend- 


ed and rallying leftist rebels 
could easily retake it. Stan- 
leyville, however, VMS held by 
the Congolese army with its 
white officers 
who helped to 


seize the former rebel capital 
Tuesday. 


Rebels still held out in Stan- 


leyville's native quarter on the 
west bank of the Congo River; 
in the European quarter on the 
east bank snipers were still 
being rounded up.

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) - 


Minnesota's capital city got the 
idea in 1950, toiled through 14 
years, a few false starts and $3 
million, and this fall opened it* 
new arts and science center — 
an unusual undertaking ' that 
puts visual arts, 
performing 


arts, and science under erne 
roof. 


The stone and glass structure, 


consuming an entire block at 
the foot of the state Capitol, rep- 
resents a rare — if not unparal- 
leled — achievement in this cul- 
ture-conscious decade. 


Where once there were seven 


floundering art* and science 
organizationi in St. Paul, inde- 
pendently trying to provide en- 
tertainment and education, plus 
tn outlet for the creative mind, 
there now are seven well-inte- 
grated, 
financially 
solvent 


groups working under the guid- 
ance of one coordinating agency 
known as the St. Paul Council of 
Arts and Sciences. 


7950 Sowing 


Seeds for the coordinating 


agency were planted in 1950, 
when 
the 
St. 
Paul 
Junior 


League undertook a survey to 
determine the cultural needs of 
the community, and whether 
they were being provided. It 
decided they weren't, and rec- 
ommended 
formation 
of 
the 


coordinating agency. An interim 
arts and science committee was 
formed. 


That committee succeeded in 


getting a $1.7-million allocation 
for an arts and science center in 
a $39-million capital improve- 
ments bond issue which was 
approved by the voters in 1953. 


The permanent St. Paul Coun- 


cil of Arts and Sciences was 
formed in 1954. But it wasn't 
until 1959 that the seven mem- 
ber organizations decided to 
give up their separate fund 


drives in favor of a united cam- 
paign for operating funds. 


Troubles 


While contributions increased 


sharply, plans for the proposed 
structure became ensnared in 
differences over the site and 
architecture oT the building. 


During the delay, a building 


site was obtained free in a swap 
of lands between St. Paul and 
the state of. Minnesota, and a 
dedicated group of volunteers 
raised almost $1 million in pri- 
vate contributions. 


Whereas the original plan 


called for a structure of 45,000 
square feet, the land acquisition 
and additional funds swelled 
that to 124,000 square feet. Con- 
struction was started In June 
1963, with completion this fall. 


The city owns the structure, 


and the council operates it un- 
der a contract with St. Paul. 
The council's 
annual budget, 


about $1 million 
this year, 


comes 
from several sources. 


The city puts up $183,000 and the 
county $25,000. Another $275,000 
comes from the fund drive. The 
remainder is from ticket sales 
for plays and concerts, and fees 
for classes. 


4 Units 


Four main units make up the 


center. There is a science mu- 
seum which includes exhibition 
galleries, research facilities and 
a student science workshop. 


The St. Paul Art Center con- 


sists of exhibition galleries and 
classrooms for ceramics, sculp- 
turing, painting, weaving and 
jewelry designing. 


The Theatre St. Paul is a 


flexible open stage with work- 
shop facilities, revolving stage 
and a seating capacity of 400. 


Lectures, recitals, classes and 


films will be presented in a 300- 
seat auditorium. It will also 
make use of closed-circuit tele- 


vision for demonstration pur- 
poses. 


Key figure on the Council of 


Arts and Sciences is its execu- 
tive director, Ralph Burgard. a 
native of Buffalo, N.Y., and a 
former associate manager of 
the Buffalo Philharmonic Or- 
chestra. 


He said one problem leading 


to construction of the culture 
center was to "radically alter 
people's thinking on the arts 
and sciences." 


Burgard contends, "The arts 


are no longer a luxury, but a 
necessity." 


He said St. Paul, in 1950, 


didn't have the art and science 
institutions it should have had, 
and that those available were 
housed in old buildings and had 
no large programs to offer. Bur- 
gard said the various cultural 
organizations needed assistance 
in securing new audiences, and 
new facilities to offer expanding 
programs. It was this, he said, 
that led to formation of the 
coordinating council. 


Pro Cora 


While catering to the amateur 


artist and scientist, the center 
retains a core of professionals 
upon which to build its pro- 
grams. 


Burgard said there are from 


400 to 500 class sessions in the 
various arts and sciences in a 
year. 


The executive director sums 


up the St. Paul experiment this 
way: "The idea of culture coop- 
eration is new in this country, 
but it is catching on. There are 
now about 130 arts councils, and 
they are growing. 


"I like to think of it as culture 


by compression. Directors of 
the various organizations, by 
being thrown together in the 
culture center, stimulate each 
other.

Sunday night it was sirloin steak, charcoal broiled with 


baked potatoes and on Monday it was pork chops. 


Mention of the pork chops brings us to a special part of the 


weekend that calls for a little more detail. You wives take spe- 
cial notice because along the way we will give out a special 
recipe, never before revealed, which you undoubtedly will want 
to clip out and put in with your other cooking and baking lists. 


By the afternoon on Monday the sun had warmed things up 


to a point where the heavy clothing caused you to sweat in the 
woods, all (he hunters had quit for the day. the deer weren't 
moving and so we decided to call it a day early. 


We went back to the shack, sat out on the grass alongside 


the building and soaked up the warm rays of the sun while talk- 
ing over the bucks there were missed. Cool cans of beer hit the 
spot, one led to another, and another and soon we were talking 
about next season. 


When it came time to think about supper, someone brought 


up the idea about breading the pork chops. Between four or 
five of us we finally figured out how the breading was made 
and here's the procedure to follow: 


Since a hunting shack doesn't normally have a box of bread 


crumbs standing around you take two packages of ordinary 
white soda crackers and four slices of toast which has been left 
laying on the table since breakfast and put this in a plastic bag. 
The rolling nin can't be found so you take a round bottom bowl 
nnd proceed to crush the crackers and hard bread until you 
have a plastic hag full of crumbs. 


Then you put the crumbs in a large mixing bowl. You will 


need enough breading for 26 pork chops so you are generous 
and put in seven egtjs. When the eggs anri crumbs are thor- 
oughly mixed yon add milk to thin the breading out. When it 
refuse? lo thin out you add more milk until the entire half-gallon 
container has been emptied info the nvxing bowl. 


Then it looks like the breading is ready for a trial. The big 


frying pan is put on the stove and a little bacon grease is 
smeared in the pan. A fork stabs the first pork chop that will 
be submitted to the test However, the breading is too thin and 
sort of dribbles off the chop so further steos must be taken. 


You take a can of flour and shake it three or four times so 


nlenty of flour gets in the breading to thicken it Stir it well 
for a few minutes and then dip the pork chop again. This time 
the breading holds better and the pork chop goes into the pan 
and starts to sizzle. 


Then you get out a deck of cards and open another round 


of beer and start to plav poker. After a while someone remem- 
bers to flip the pork chop and the game goes on. After another 
beer the big moment arrives and the pork chop is put on a 
plate. A knife chisels through the crust and small pieces for "a 
taster" are passed around. 


Everyone agrees the decision is unanimous, and the charcoal 


grill is lit and the remaining 25 pork chops are done over the

overpayment channel through 
Baker to the Kennedy-Johnson 
campaign fund of 1960? 


Sen. John J. Williams, R-DeL, 


quoted Reynolds as saying the 
$25,000 did funnel through Baker 
into the campaign fund. In mak- 
ing the charge, Williams exhib- 
ited a copy of a check for $109,- 
205.60 from McCloskey's compa- 
ny to Reynolds and claimed this 
compared to $73,631.28 actually 
owed for the premium and com- 
mission on the 
performance 


bond. 


Williams called this a political 


payoff or kickback in a speech 
on the Senate floor last Sept 1.

Sixteen Out of Nation's 106,000 
Indian Fighters Are Still Alive 


BY W. JOYNES MACFARLAN 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The last Civil War veteran 


died five years ago, but there are still 16 survivors 
of the Indian wars that raged in the West for nearly 
40 years. 


They are all that are left, says the Veterans Ad- 


ministration, of the 106,000 men who lived beyond the 
last battle in 1898. The youngest is 83, the oldest near- 
ly 103. 


Soon after the Civil War broke out, the Army 


began withdrawing its regulars from the West for 
duty in the War Between the States. The Indians, 
interpreting the withdrawal as weakness, went on the 
warpath. By the end of the Civil War in 1865 they 
were roaming over half the present area of the United 
States. 


The Army then turned to the task of quelling the 


red men, arming its soldiers with singleshot Spring- 
field rifles and paying privates $13 a month and three 
meals a day. 


To at least one survnor. that pay was not tad. 


Twice Wounded 


Hugh McGinnis, now 96, was twice wounded on 


Dec. 29, 1890, at the Battle of Wounded Knee in 
South Dakota. He was a private in Troop E, 7th U.S.

Cavalry, and he actually saw only $8 of his monthly 
pay. The rest went for uniform allowances. 


"But our existence was simple," MeGinnis said 


with a smile when interviewed at his home in Cran- 
don, Wis., where he lives alone. "Our needs were not 
too great." 


The Indian war veterans generally agree, the Vet- 


erans Administration said, that the movies and tele- 
vision shows depicting Indian fighting leave some- 
thing to be desired in the way of realism.

the eastern and southern part of what was ultimately to become the State of 
Wisconsin. 


These immigrants, chiefly from New York State and New England, brought 


with them the familiar Anglo-Saxon institutions which are an integral part of 
our life today. 


To them "we owe the Constitution and the establishment of our institu- 


tions," wrote Lawrence College Professor William Raney. "That is why so 
many details of Wisconsin government trace their origin back to New England 
and beyond that to England. The first contributions, and others from the conti- 
nent of Europe were to economic life and to elements of culture other than 
government." 


By 1820 there was a small French-speaking community of approximately 


50 families at Green Bay. The English-speaking newcomers soon outnumbered 
the French Canadians, however, and the French influence waned as the fur 
trade expired. The Green Bay office of the American Fur Co. was closed in 1845, 
signifying the end of the fur trade as a vital influence in the development of 
the state. 


Similarly, the gradual ceding of Indian-owned land to the Federal govern- 


ment between 1829 and 1849 signaled the decline of the once-dominant Indian 
culture, and opened the way to fullscale European immigration. 


German and French families began settling in groups in the future Fox 


Cities area in 1842. The Germans, Mrs. Mackesy records, established a com- 
munity above Garner's Landing (Combined Locks) while the French formed a 
settlement in what is now the northeastern corner of Grand Chute. During the 
same decade farms were settled by Dutch, Irish, German and French Canadian 
families in the original Kaukauna area. 


The year 1848 was a particularly important one for the development of the 


region. In that year Father Bonduel, a Belgian priest who served as a mis- 
sionary among the Menominees for 24 years, celebrated the first Mass in the 
Appleton area in the wilderness home of Hippolyte and Lisette Grignon. 


And on June 20, 1843, three boatloads of Hollander families arrived at the 


present site of Little Chute village, following a stormy, two-month voyage from 
Rotterdam to New York's Ellis Island. 


The Dutch settlers had set sail for the land of freedom after learning of an 


offer by the Fox River Development Co. to provide free transportation to all 
foreigners who would emigrate to the Fox River Valley and lend their muscle 
to the canal-building project. 


The Rev. Theodore ,T. Van den Broek described the project to the Hollanders 


during a visit to his native land in 1847. So persuasive was his description of 
the opportunities America offered that three boatloads of families set sail from 
Rotterdam on March 10, 1848. 


Soon after their arrival at Little Chute, nine Dutch families moved south- 


east and founded a new colony called Franciscus Bosh, under the leadership 
of Father Gothart, a Franciscan priest. The colony was later known as Holland- 
town.

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Immigration, which had begun to swell near the 


end of the 1840s, increased through the 50s and 60s. 
The Irish arrived in such numbers that by 1856 a 
community called "New Dublin" was formed between 
Appleton and Menasha. Other Irish settlements de- 
veloped in the Town of Freedom, which had been 
founded around 1830 by one of the area's few Negro 
residents, James Jackson; in the Town of Center; in 
Deer Creek, and in Neenah-Menasi a. 


Scottish immigrants appeared in lesser numbers 


in the early 1850s, and were to be found in the Apple- 
ton area, Greenville and Hortonia. 


Not many German refugees had reached central 


Wisconsin following the revolution of 1848, but after 
the American Civil War the newer townships of Sey- 
mour, Black Creek and Cicero, and the Neenah- Men- 
asha area, began to fill up with German immigrants. 
As early as 1856, nine Menasha men of German des- 
cent had started a society to help the sick and bury 
the dead. By 1860, their organization, the Concordia 
Society, had 26 members and $27.50 in their treasury. 


In 1888, the Concordia Society was combined with 


the Menasha Turner Society, which had been founded 
in 1862. The result was the Germania Society, which 
occupied the century-old Germania Opera House on 
Chute Street until 1963, when the venerable structure 
was replaced by a new clubhouse at 320 Broad Street. 


The last German colony of any size entered Outa- 


gamie county in 1890, according to "Land of the 
Fox." 


The Scandinavian influence in Outagamie county 


was not great; in general, Danes and Norwegians 
came to the area too late to find many good parcels 
of farm land remaining to buy. In 1876 there was a 
small Danish settlement in the Town of Deer Creek. 


The story was different, however, in Winnebago 


and Waupaca counties. In Neenah the Danish Brother- 


hood Lodge No. 2 was organized Jan. 14, 1882, with 
33 members, the last of whom, Casper Casperson, 
died March 24, 1924. Membership in the brotherhood, 
a fraternal insurance society with national headquar- 
ters in Omaha, Neb., was limited to Danish men. 


The Neenah lodge once had 484 members—a to- 


tal which had been reduced to 38 by 1958. Meetings 
of the lodge are still held today, in the homes of 
the members. 


The great migrations of Eastern Europeans—in 


particular, Poles and. Bohemians—had less importance 
to Outagamie County than to the rapidly industrializ- 
ing cities of Winnebago county, where many Poles 
worked in the paper mills. Colonies of Poles also took 
up farmland in Shawano county. 


Still active today in Menasha is the Polish Falcons 


Athletic Association, which marked its 50th anniver- 
sary June 1, 1964. A Ladies Auxiliary to the Polish 
Falcons was started in 1928. 


The Falcons former hall was replaced in 1961 


by a new building at 544 Fourth St. The organization 
is dedicated to athletics, civic affairs and youth wel- 
fare. 


Welsh families of Winnebago county maintain 


their cultural inheritance by means of the Gymanfa 
Ganu, an annual day of congregational singing which 
started in Wales centuries ago. At the Gymanfa Ganu, 
generally held at a Presbyterian church, the Welsh 
people sing Welsh and English hymns of praise and 
thanksgiving, alternating between Welsh and English 
verses. 


. These, then, are the major nationality groups 


which shaped the present Fox Cities area. 


Other immigrants—the Indiana Quakers who tem- 


porarily settled in the Town of Freedom, and a small 
group of French families, evidently Mormons, who 
lived in the Town of Black Creek for 10 years—have 
come and gone.

with Fielding about the way the West is depicted, 
and in his opinion the term "fort" was largely a 
misnomer. 


"It was nothing but tents," Harrington recalls. 


"Not like in the movies. Everything was outdoors. 
The cook strung a bunch of brass kettles on a pole 
resting on forked sticks and cooked over a bank of 
coals." 


That is Harrington's description of Fort Niobrara, 


on the edge of the Sioux territory. He was stationed 
there before his outfit, the 1st U.S. infantry, went 
into the South Dakota wilds, where the Sioux Indians 
were on a rampage. 


Frozen Nose 


Harrington, too, recalls the Battle of Wounded 


Knee. But his only mark from the Indian wars is a 
red nose. It was frozen while he was walking his 
guard post one night in the winter of 1890 when the 
temperature was 30 degrees below zero. 


The last remaining Indian scout had the Navajo 


name of Hasteentsoh, but he went into the Army 
records as John Daw when he enlisted in the 2nd 
Cavalry at Fort Wingate, Ariz., May 7, 1891. 


This 95-year-old veteran now lives with his wife 


in a hogan at the Red Lake Trading Post, Tonalea, 
Ariz. Although his eyesight has failed, Daw maintains 
his own herd of sheep and drives his wagon. He 
claims he can hear an approaching automobile 10 


miles away. His wife sees well but is becoming deaf. 


"Between his hearing and her sight, they get 


along pretty well," reported the Indian Bureau, which 
keeps a lookout over them. 


Reginald Bradley, 97, is still a rugged and healthy 


individualist at Oakland, Calif. He refers to himself 
as "an incurable romantic adventurer." He has been 
an artist, student, buckaroo, cattleman, soldier, caval- 
ryman, Indian fighter, builder of log cabins, sheep- 
man, homesteader, ranger, forest supervisor, author, 
real estate speculator, and investor. 


The oldest veteran is Simpson Mann, who will 


be 103 next Chri anas Day. He is a patient in the 
Veterans Administration hospital at Wadsworth, Kan. 
He saw service against the Sioux Indians in the Bad- 
lands of the Dakotas as a private in Troop F of the 
9th U.S. Cavalry. 


Mann recalls that his singleshot Springfield rifle 


"kicked like a mule." 


The other Indian war veterans are: Harry E. 


Brockman, 90, Taneyville, Mo.; Reuben Bush, 90, 
Sikeston, Mo.; Fredrak W. Fraske, 92, Chicago; Henry 
W. Hanft, 83, St. Paul, Minn.; Charles G. Jones, 91, 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa; Joshua Johnson, 93, Boone, Iowa; 
Robert C. Norman, 94, Whipple, Ariz.; Walter J. Pot- 
ter, 93, San Pablo, Calif.; William Sutphin, 91, South 
Boston, Va.; and Griffith C. Williams, 87, Minneapo- 
lis. 


All of the Indian war veterans receive pensions 


of 1101.59 a month, or $135.45 a month if they live 
at home and need regular aid and attendance. 


Preserving this varied and colorful heritage of 


many nationalities, and many folk traditions, is the 
task of present and future generations. It is a task 
which has been taken up wholeheartedly by the State 
Historical Society of Wisconsin, and by the local his- 
torical societies scattered throughout Fox Cities com- 
munities.

The Famous 'Bird'

HOLLANDTOWN — A small municipality east of 


Kaukauna in Brown County lays claim to the oldest 
rifle competition indBie United States as well as the 
oldest continuous "Schut" in the world outside of the 
Netherlands. 


The "schut," meaning protection, is over 1,200 


years old and has been held in Hollandtown each year 
since 1850. Emblem of the "schut" is a parrot. This 
bird became the emblem after Hollanders returrung 
from Crusades in the Holy Land brought this bird— 
a type never before seen in their country—back to 
their country. 


Men had the duty of protecting their church and 


home and, when the call was given to help regain 
the Holy Land from the Turks, they left their homes 
and families to answer the call. They brought the 
beautiful bird back to their homes as a reminder of 
the hardships encountered. These men belonged to 
a society named after a patron saint. 


Settled in 1848 


In 1848 the first settlers arrived in what is now 


Hollandtown. They called their colony Franciscan 
Bosh, after the Franciscan priest, Father Gothart.

People lived in dugouts until log cabins were built. 
The St. Francis Society was organized to help more 
unfortunate in time of need and from this society 
sprang the annual "schut" which was a day of fun. 


The society served many purposes in the settle- 


ment. Primarily it protected and helped the unfor- 
tunate. 
In event of a death among the settlers, the 


St. Francis Society appointed pallbearers, grave dig- 
gers and men to sit with the body. Tickets were dis- 
tributed to society members and those not turning out 
for the funeral were fined 15 cents. 


One day a year was set aside for a celebration. 


At this time the "schut," patterned after a similar 
doings in Holland, was set up. Originally the day 
was on Oct. 4, the feast of St. Francis, but because bad 
weather was often encountered, the date was changed 
to late September. In recent years this has conflicted 
with Packer games, and as a result the tradition has 
been moved to the Sunday before Labor Day. 


Other "Schuts" 


Formerly "schuts" were held at Bay Settlement, 


Sheboygan, Littls Chute and a settlement on the east 
coast, but these have long since disappeared while the 
Hollandtown affair continues. 


~?< 


A typical "schut" opens with society members 


attending mass offered at the Catholic church. Mem- 
bers then march to the shooting grounds and after an 
opening prayer and shot by the parish priest, the 
shooting rounds are established. Using a rifle, each 
man shoots in turn until one knocks off the bird. He 
is declared king and the remainder of the day is spent 
in eating, drinking, dancing and card playing. 


Years ago two eating places were located in Hol- 


landtown and each year the proprietors bid to put on 
the food for the "schut." Usually the two bids per 
meal were identical, but one place always got the bid 
as the owner agreed to furnish sugar, without charge, 
for the beer being drunk by women. 


Homecoming Event 


Formerly the "schut" served as a homecoming 


celebration with young people and former residents 
coming from great distances to join in the fun and 
renew old friendships. Today, with modern trans- 
portation, friends and relatives gather more frequent- 
ly and the homecoming-type atmosphere has dis- 
appeared. 


At one time competition in the "schut" was lim-

Dr. Alan Lenard 


Hungarian Freedom 
Fighter on Faculty 


Siberia and the Ural mountains were the prison 


for Alan Lenard during his late teens as a Russian 


prisoner of war. Having tasted Communism in that 


fashion for three years, he left his native Romania 


when he saw Communism begin to take over after 


World War II. 


The experience also led to his being one of the 


Hungarian Freedom Fighters when Communist tanks 
moved into Budapest to quell the 1957 uprising 


against Communist domination. Lenard, now a lan- 
guage teacher at Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh, 


studied in Hungary and was an interpreter in three 
languages for the Institute for Industrial Planning 
nt the time he had established residence after leaving 
Rumania. 


"The tanks came in Nov. A. I left Nov. 22, having 


stayed several weeks to see if the Freedom Fighters 
might be successful," he recalled. "There were about 
60 in our group that fled to the Austrian border. We 
were fully armed in case we met any opposition. But 
fortunately we did not. 


"Two members of our group knew the border area 


and led us through safely. We left our arms inside 
the Hungarian border since the Austrians were to 
keep under surveillance anyone crossing the border 
with weapons." 


This was his second trip into Austria. He had gone 


there from Rumania, but the Russians were also in 
Austria. "It looked as if Hungary might escape Com- 
munism, so I went there to live." 


He continued his education for two years In Vien- 


na, then came to the United States in 1960, serving 
on the Lawrence University faculty for three years 
before doing graduate work last year at the University 
of Wisconsin. 'He joined the WSU-0 faculty this fall.

OSHKOSH — "Tasting the bitterness of dictator- 


ship gives an appreciation of freedom.5' 


This observation by one of the 13 foreign-born 


faculty members of Wisconsin State University-Osh- 
kosh is shared by the others, most of whom fled from 
their native countries to avoid the dictatorship of 
Communism." 


The tales they relate are stories of unpleasantness, 


fear, privation and of escape—escape from a dictator- 
ship to the freedom found in America. That freedom 
brought most of them to this country. Several of 
them did not have that close brush with dictatorship 
but came to do graduate work and stayed to teach 
and to apply for citizenship. 


These 13 foreign-born faculty members are from 


13 different countries. Their native lands are Poland, 
Germany, France, Roumania, Latvia, Lithuania, Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia, Iraq, India, East Pakistan, China 
and Korea. 


Their specialties are in the fields of biology, eco- 


nomics, sociology, political science and foreign lan- 
guages. They comprise close to 5 per cent of the 
university's faculty. 


Among their number are the author of several 


best-selling books; a Hungarian freedomfighter who 
had been a Communist prisoner; a Radio Free Europe 
writer-announcer; displaced persons, and a student 
whose flight by boat ended in his being arrested as a 
Communist spy. 


Found North Korea 
Tearful Nightmare' 


Living only a few weeks in an area occupied by 


North Korean Communists was a "fearful nightmare" 
for Hy Sang Lee, of the WSU-0 economics depart- 
ment. Lee, who joined the university faculty in 1962, 
expects to receive his doctor's degree in a few weeks. 


When his entire province was taken over by the 


North Koreans, he went into hiding for three months 
until the area was recaptured by forces led by Gen- 
eral MacArthur. He was 19 years old at the time. He 
enlisted in the South Korean Air Academy but was 
granted a medical discharge before he could receive 
training. 


He came to the United States in 1954 and received 


his college training at Elmhurst College in Illinois and 
his master's degree from the University of Wisconsin, 
from which he expects his doctorate. He is a native 
of Kyongkido, Korea.

Dr. Gian C. Sud 


His Goal: Selling 
U. S. Ideals Abroad 


Selling American ideals abroad and producing an 


enlightened leadership is the goal of Dr. Gian C. Sud, 
whose "Our Man There" project has received the 
approval of the late President Kennedy as well as by 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower and Senator Barry 
Goldwater. 


Last weekend he discussed his idea, for which he 


has applied for a Ford Foundation research grant, 
with TV news commentator Walter Cronkite. 


"Our Man There" is a project Dr. Sud hopes will 


be established. Through it foreign students attending 
American colleges would be trained to become in- 
volved in their native country's politics and govern- 
ment. 


"The salvation of the underdeveloped nations lies 


with the free enterprise system. It is my conviction 
that the free enterprise system will be good for 
them," Dr. Sud emphasized. 


Born in India, where he received degrees from 


Panjab University, Dr. Sud is a biologist who joined 
the faculty here in September to teach genetics and 
general zoology. His specialty is electron-microscopy. 
He received his doctor's degree this year from the 
University of Wisconsin where he participated in the 
student government and where he was an avid ob- 
server of bipartisan politics, attending the meetings 


of both political parties. 


His friendship with Senator Goldwater dates back 


several years and he received his backing for "Our 


Man There" along with that of several other leaders 
in the Senate and House of Representatives. 


Dr. Kazys J. Zemeckas 


Lithuanian Exile 
Heads Department 


A member of the Wisconsin State University- 


Oshkosh faculty since 1961, Dr. Kazys J. Zemeckas 
this fall was elected chairman of the University's 
economics department. Born in Lithuania, where he 
received his bachelor's degree in 1929 and his mas- 
ter's degree in 1943, Dr. Zemeckas fled his homeland 
in 1944 when the Russians entered it. 


Like many businessmen and other educated per- 


sons, Dr. Zemeckas fled to Germany, where he re- 
ceived his doctor's degree from the University of 
Tubingen. 


He has served as an officer in the Lithuanian 


Army, and has worked in business and as a govern- 
ment economist. He also is doing post-doctoral work 
at the University of Chicago. 


Dr. Zemeckas, who came to the United States two 


years ago,'is the author and co-auther of various 
books on economics published in this country and in 
Germany. 


Biologist Was Born 
In East Pakistan 


New among the Wisconsin State University-Osh- 


kosh faculty members this fall is Dr. Mohammed A. 
Rouf. He is on the biology department faculty with 
bacteriology as his specialty. 


Dr. Rouf is a native of East Pakistan and a former 


member of the Pakistan Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. He received his bachelor and 
master degrees from the University of Dacca in East 
Pakistan, and a second master's degree from the Uni- 
versity of California. 


He is the author of several articles which have 


appeared in scientific journals and abstracts on the 
industrial utilization of wheat which were published 
by Washington State University's Division of Indus- 
trial Research. He received his doctorate from Wash- 
ington State University. 


Prior to coming to the United States for graduate 


study, he taught in a government college in his native 
countrv.

Refugee Novelist Has Learned 
Haw to Escape From Tyranny 


"How to Escape in Three Hard Lessons" could be 


the title of a book by Mrs. Alice DeBarcza, who during 
her lifetime has escaped from both Nazi and Com- 
munist soldiers. A language professor, she has writ- 
ten of these experiences in "Comes the Comrade," 
which was both a 1950 Book-of-the-Month Club selec- 
tion and a Reader's Digest condensation. Its sequel, 
"By the Waters of the Danube," has been made into 
a play. 


These and her latest book, "Hamiduru," a chil- 


dren's book accepted last June for publication, were 
written under the pseudonym of "Alexandra Orme," 
In addition to the children's book, which is about a 
magician, she has written "Paris Original" as a novel. 


The daughter of an East German businessman, 


Mrs. DeBarcza was born in Warsaw, when Poland 
was a Russian province under the Czar. She lived as 


a child in Germany, Switzerland, England and Po» 
land and during World War II in Hungary, where 
her husband was vice president of Hungarian In- 
dustrialist Association. 


They escaped to western Europe after the fall of 


Hungary in 1946 and came to this country in 1950. 
She wrote and lectured during these first few years. 
A linguist, she has taught French and German to 
Polish underground officers and also taught officers 
of Czech underground. When the Communists entered 
Hungary, they forced her to be translator within 
one mile of the front lines. She speak» fluent French, 
English, Polish and German and with a little refresh- 
ing can also speak Russian and Hungarian. 


She is in her 10th year on the faculty of Wisconsin 


State University-Oshkosh. 


Dr. David W. Chang 


He Fled Red China 
In Fishing Boat 


A small fishing boat shared with several other 


escapees and floating for a" week on the China Sea 
brought Dr. David W. Chang of WSU-0 political sci- 
ence department out of Communist China. The es- 
capees were arrested as Communist spies from their 
landing on the island of Chosan, 80 miles from Shang- 
hai from which they had fled. 


Fortunately, Dr. Chang's older brother, a general 


in the Chinese Nationalist Army, was stationed on 
that island, and cleared his younger brother of any 
suspicion. Dr. Chang, then 24 years old, had lived one 
year under Chinese Communist rule. 


His landing at Chosan took place only one week 


prior to the evaculation of that island by the 50,000 
troops at the order of Generalissimo Chiang-Kai-Shek. 
His political science specialty is Far East affairs and 
the countries east of Pakistan. He joined the univer- 
sity faculty in 1960 after completing his doctorate at 
the University of Illinois.

Mrs. Janine Bierly 


"We went every night into our cellar to sleep, 


wondering if a bomb would fall on our house before 
morning," Mrs. Janine Bierly, a French teacher at the 
university's Campus School, recalled as she described 
her life during World War II. She was the same age 
then as her present junior high students. 


Born in Paris she spent the first year of World 


War 11 in southern France and the balance of the war 
in a Paris suburb. French cellars are quite different 
from American basements, she added. 


She also recalled the food shortage toward the 


end of the war and the fear within the French people 
as the German soldiers realized they were losing dur- 
ing that final year. 


Mrs. 
Bierly mot her Washington-born husband 


while both wore students at the University of Paris, 
and came with him to tins country in 1951. 


Ingo Kreuzer 


German-born Ingo Kreuzer has the poet's love for 


beauty in nature and literature, but has also seen the 
ugly side of life. As a young boy he lived in a Bavar- 
ian village that was bombed three times. 


Trains took the village children 20 miles to school 


after their own school was destroyed in a 1944 bomb- 
ing rpid. Frequently these children had to flee from 
the train into the woods wh«n American fighter 
pilots, not knowing whether the train contained sol- 
diers, would strafe the plane. 


It was during a week when the school was closed 


for lack of coal that it. was bombed. His village was 
on the American bomber route to Munich. His widow- 
ed mother and her seven children had moved in 1940 
from Hamburg, where he was born in 1933. 


Dr. Juris Veidemanis 


"It was either Siberia or escape. We knew we 


were on the list so we fled," Latvian-born Dr. Juris 
Veidemanis of the WSU-O sociology faculty, explained 
as his reason for leaving his native country for Ger- 
many and, eventually the United States. 


Russia had occupied Latvia in the early part of 


World War II. Then, in 1941, the Germans defeated 
them and occupied the country. When the Russians 
came back in 1944, they began to deport and disperse 
those who had experienced Communist rule before. 
"It was genecide." 


Twelve of his relatives were deported to Siberia, 


so his family did not wait. They escaped to Dresden 
in Bavaria where they lived until moving to Austria. 
The day after he left for Austria his house was 
bombed and his family lost everything. 


Dr. Jeffrey RadeJl 


"To get your degree, you must have clearance 


from the Communist cell leader in your block," Dr. 
Jeffrey Radell, a new member of the WSU-0 political 
science department, was told by the University of 
Sofia officials in Bulgaria. 


Instead, Dr. Kadell fled the country where he was 


born in 1924, and to which he had returned for his 
high school aid college education. After buying a 
passport and visa, he went to France, where he had 
lived from 1927 to 1940. 


Dr. Radell came to the United States In 1951. For 


the next five years he served as script writer, an- 
nouncer and producer for Radio Free Europe pro- 
grams beamed to the youth of Bulgaria. 


Dr. Radell then took k teaching position at the 


University of Indiana, where he received his masters 
degree. 


Prof. Milan I. Vuchich 


"I know what it means to have a knock on the 


door," expressed Prof. Millan I. Vuchich as he spoke 
on tasting the bitterness of dictatorship. "Americans 
should appreciate their not having to fear anyone as 
long as they are good citizens." 


Born in Yugoslavia, he had experienced living 


under the Nazi occupation of that country and then 
saw the take-over by a Communist dictatorship. Col- 
leagues of his in school had been taken away; rela- 
tives had been killed. 


"I knew it was a dangerous risk to escape, but I 


did not want to live under another dictatorship." 


He crossed the bridge from Yugoslavia to Italy 


where he was placed by the British in a displaced

Ited to Hollanders, although many Irish in the area 
tried to enter. Later it was permissible for an Irish- 
man to shoot if he had a Dutch wife. In 1930 rules 
were changed to permit any nationality to shoot, but 
all participants had to be members of the St. Francis 
society. Women, too, are permitted to shoot, and dur- 
ing World War II, many took the place of their hus- 
band or fiance who was in service. 


An entry fee is charged to participate in the 


"schut." The first entry fee was minor with total 
prize money amounting to $5. Today's "schuts" are 
known as $100 birds. Thus §5 goes to the marksman 
bringing down the wings, head and tail, and $60 to 
the king bringing down the final part of the bird. 
The remaining $20 is used to build a bird for the fol- 
lowing year. A king can keep this $20 if he makes 
the bird for the foUowing "schut." - 


Original birds were made of wood, either elm or 


hickory. Subsequent birds have been made of rubber 
belting, paper, wood veneer and rubber. No metal is 
permitted in the bird as bullets might ricochet. Late 
model birds are mostly rubber belting. 


The birds usually weigh about 40 pounds, are 16 


inches long, 11 inches wide and 8 inches deep. This 
does not include the wings which extend out from the 
body. Past records show the bird has been toppled 
in from 150 to 1,200 shots. 


Years ago the bird was set atop a 65-foot cedar 


pole, but in 1949 George Vande Yacht erected a 100- 
foot steel tower which is still utilized. Vande Yacht 
has been king of the "schut" three times and for 33 
years was assigned the job of making the bird. His 
father, Anton, made the bird for 27 years before him. 
Current bird maker is Paul Vanderloop. 


Officers Follow 


Officers of the organization seem to run in family 


cycles. Richard Vanderloop is current captain; Norb- 
ert Vande Yacht, secretary, and Clarence Biting, 
treasurer. Past officers are Tony Vanderloop, cap- 
tain; George Vande Yacht, treasurer, and Urban Eit- 
ing, flag bearer. 


Old timers recall Urban's father serving as flag 


bearer for many years and preceding him was his 
grandfather. Flag bearer is a post of honor in the 
organization. 


On the day of the "schut" marksmen stand behind 


a snow fence and fire in rotation at the bird. John A. 
Gerrits calls the shooters and names the next on the 
firing line. One of the oldest shooters at present is 
Martin Van Hulst who has missed only a few "schuts" 
due to illness. Youngest king in the history of the 
event was 18. Present king is Gordon Lamers. 


Shooters are permitted to use any kind of rifle, 


and all types are usually in evidence. The late John 
Coppes, five-time king and holder of the record for 
the most times winning, used old-type musket loaders. 


In 1956 Queen Juliana of the Netherlands, through 


the consul general of the Netherlands, presented a 
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silver parrot which is worn each year by the king. 
Formerly the king wore a coat on which medals 
showing the craft of past winners were hung. This 
practice was eliminated in 1940 when persons began 
stealing medals from the heavy coat. Now a velvet 
cape, made by Mrs. Martin Fink in 1956, is worn by 
the winner. 


The existing record book on "schuts" dates back 


to 1930. The older book was written in Dutch and in 
1929 the Rev. F. X. Van Nistleroy had the book sent 
away to be translated into English for future refer- 
ence. He subsequently died in an auto accident and 
all attempts to locate the missing record book have 
been in vain. 


Plans are already being formulated for the 115th 


"schut" in 1965 and the enthusiasm among the young 
seems to indicate the tradition will continue to be 
extended for many years to come.

26 Full-Hour Dramas Are 
Offered on NBC-TV Series, 
Based on Tales of Courage

"The 
stones of past courage can teach, they can offer hope, they can provide 


inspiration. But they cannot supply coinage itself. For this each man must look 
into his own soul." 


Those are the final words in President John F. Kennedy's book, "Profiles 


In Courage." 


They are also the final words of each drama in NBC-TV's "Profiles in Cour- 


age" series, based on the book, broadcast each Sunday. 


The book and the series share the same theme. While they have much else 


In common, they also have many differences 


The book, for instance, tells the stories of 18 men of courage—eight are 


treated fully, 10 are dealt with briefly. 


The series totals 26 full-hour dramas, each one profiling a different indi- 


vidual. 


President Kennedy was aware that, even if every Individual suggested in 


his book were used for the series, there would still not be enough subjects 
available. 


Consequently he approved a list of about 40 possible individuals for the 


dramas. 


As it now stands, 13 will be taken from his book and the other 13 from the 


approved list. 


Those selected to date from the book include Robert A. Taft, Charles Evans 


Hughes, Sam Houston, Thomas Hart Benton, George W. Norris, John Peter 
Altgeld. Oscar W. Underwood, Andrew Johnson, Edmund G. Ross, John Adams, 
Daniel Webster and John Quincy Adams. 


Selections from the additional list include Woodrow Wilson, Grover Cleve- 


land, Richard T. Ely, John M Slaton, Benjamin Barr Lindsey, Mary S. McDowell, 
Hamilton Fish, Alexander William Doniphan, Frederick Douglass, Thomas Cor- 
win and Anne Hutchinson. 


Three more selections remain to be made. 


"Profiles in Courage" was written while Kennedy was recovering from a 


spinal operation for World War II injuries. 


First published in 1950. it quickly became a best seller. In 1957, "Profiles" 


won the Pulitzer Prize for biography for its author. 


All told, there have been five hard-cover American editions. They have gone 


through 46 printings. 


The series came into being after President Kennedy's inauguration in 1960. 
Robert Saudek, distinguished for such award-winning television adventurei 


as "Omnibus" and "Leonard Bernstein and the Philharmonic." was one of the 
several individuals to approach Kennedy on the subject of making a television 
series based on his book. Kennedy chose Saudek. 


The meeting occurred in 1961. 
"It was a long one." said Saudek "Actually, it lasted only about 45 minutes. 
"That's a long time to be with the president of the United States." 
Saudek outlined his plans. The President made suggestions of his own. 
"He didn't want to stick to political figures," said Saudek. 


"He said, 'Courage is not limited to political people any more than it Is 


to men on the battlefield ' He suggested that women be included in the series." 


The President insisted on full approval rights of the series—scripts, subject 


matter, actors, directors, publicity releases, sponsors and finished films. 


He reserved the right to cancel the program for any reason. 


Finally. It was agreed that royalties would go to the Roman Catholic arch- 


diocese of Boston which, since the assassination, earmarked the funds for the 
John F. Kennedy Memorial Library. 


The project came to a standstill early in 1962 because someone close to the 


President felt it should be held up until he was out of office. 


Finally, Saudek suggested that the series be aired after the election. The 


President gave Saudek the go-ahead.

In June 1963, Saudek announced that "Profiles" would be broadcast on 


the NBC-TV network. 


A book, by its very nature, carries the individual stamp of its author. 


A television series on tlie*other hand, is a team project subject to various 


interpretations. 


That's why Kennedy, especially as president, insisted on final approval. 


He placed at Saudek's disposal the research which he, historian Allan Nevins 


and presidential assistant Theodore Sorensen had done for the book. 


Saudek signed Gordon Oliver as producer and Michael .Ritchie as associate 


producer, with headquarters at Desilu Studios, Culver City, Calif. 


Oliver, a Hollywood veteran, had been executive producer of the trend- 


setting "Peter Gunn" series for three years and a former administration execu- 
tive with Four Star Playhouse. 


He had been involved, in his own production company when he received a 


call from Saudek to produce "Profiles." 


The script for "The Thomas Hart Benton Story"—included in the Kennedy 


book—was first to be completed. It was awaiting the- President's consideration 
on his return from Dallas. 


Following the assassination, the project was continued with Sorensen serving 


as spokesman for the! Kennedy estate.

Most one-hour television scripts take a writer one month to write. "Profilei 


in Courage" dramas take three months. 


Each script is checked by historian Allan Nevins, for the Kennedy point of 


view, by Sorensen for last-minute details and by The Kellam deForest Research 
Service in Hollywood. 


Most of the stories go back 40 to 140 years. The most recent involves the

At this time the breed was still woefully 
lacking in type uniformity, and it was an American 
group of fanciers who formed and maintained the 
finest French bulldog club and gradually standard- 
ized the various types into a recognized and accept- 
able breed.

Indoor Gardening 
Snake-Plant Thrives Everywhere, Is 
Frequently Seen in Public Buildings 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


An old familiar and well-loved plant is Sansevieria 


trifasciata laurentii, known almost everywhere as 
Snake-plant. One of the leading commercial varieties 
of sansevieria, it has long, stiff, sword-shaped leaves 
banded in bright yellow. The center portion of the 
leaves is deep green with irregular horizontal mottled 
bands of lighter green. The leaves grow in a rosette, 
arising from a fleshy rhizome; in this particular va- 
riety, shoots arise rather freely from the rhizomatous 


for the plant and hold moisture well. Use a pot a 
couple of sizes larger than you normally would for 
the same size plant, because sansevierias like to be 
left undisturbed for as long as possible instead of 
being repotted every year. 


Flower Freely 


Leff alone until the pot is well-filled with foliage, 


Snake-plants will usually flower quite freely, and 
while not spectacular, the spikes of small, whitish, 
sometimes fragrant blossoms are attractive. Too, since 
few plants are normally left undisturbed long enough 
to feel like flowering, the blossoms are usually a 
source of great surprise and some excitement to the 
fortunate grower experiencing them for the first time. 
Whenever an enthusiastic reader inquires if her 
Snake-plant is unusual because it is in bloom, I al- 
ways hate to have to reply that flowering is what 
these plants do best if conditions suit them.

'Miss Liberty Depicts 
America's Heritage of 
Many Nations, Races

Anyone visiting the United Nations building or the World's Fair in New 


York cannot help but be impressed by the wide representation of the world's 
peoples. Yet the American population is about as international in flavor as a 
population could be. 


The UN and the Fair are symbols of a drawing together of diverse tongues 


and interests. There is, however, a far greater symbol—in New York City— 
of such unification, a blending of national identities. And it's been there for 
nearly eight decades. 


When Edouard de Laboulaye, French historian, suggested a monument to 


"liberty," even he could not have envisioned what an international symbol would 
result from his idea. Yet its grandness captured the enthusiasm of a French 
sculptor—Frederic Auguste Bartholdi. 


From his original model 49 inches high, Bartholdi conceived and designed 


the largest statue ever made—151 feet high. He translated it from a model 
of wood and plaster into one of the world's most remarkable pieces of art. 


The resulting symbol caught up a response in people everywhere. In subse- 


quent years it appeared on stamps of Uruguay (illustration), Peru, Cuba, Haiti, 
Panama and other Latin countries, as well as Switzerland, France and of course 
the United States. A much smaller version overlooks the Seine River in Paris. 


In 78 years, she has been embellished' and strengthened structurally. Base 


floodlights were added in 1916. She was declared a national monument in 1924 
and repaired in 1937. The name of her site was changed in 1956. Modern light- 
ing was utilized in her torch of "enlightenment for the world." But none of 
these has surpassed in spirit the poem written for "The New Colossus" and 
inscribed on a tablet in the base pedestal in 1903. 


Of the poem's 109 words, none say better what this giant figure has come 


to mean to persons of every nationality than: 


". . . 'Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free, 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tost to me \ . ." 


The Mother of Exiles—the world's Statue of Liberty—will still stand aglow 


when the glorious Fair has become history.

Posing as Student, Writer 
Glimpses the 'Real' Cuba 
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Cuban Journal. By Mohammed A. Rauf, Jr. In- 


dexed. 231 pp. Crowell. $4.95. 


Posing as a student from India studying in Canada, 


an American reporter managed to evade the usual 
guided tours to bring back his experiences in Castro's 
Cuba. This does not attempt to be a military analysis 
nor an economic outlook; it is a book telling what one 
man saw and heard. Rauf observed with a reporter's 
training, a country growing like a cancerous sore on 
the face of the hemisphere, just 90 miles from our 
southern shoreline. 


Perhaps his greatest achievement was in mingling 


freely with the people on his own without a guide. He 
listened to political arguments from Cuban nationals 
who thought they were talking with a Communist 
sympathizer, drank with students, flirted with girls, 
and accompanied a group of young people to a gov- 
ernment farm and worked with them. 


The author visited the offices of the leading news- 


papers, La Tarde and Revolucion, bookstores and pub- 
lic libraries. He walked the streets and talked to the 
people. He rode the dilapidated buses and broken- 
down cabs. He brought back rumor and personal 
opinions as well as his own observations. 


Rationing has been extended to 85 per cent of 


edible foods, with no guarantee of receiving even the 
amount on the ration card. Rauf arrived at the con- 
clusion that although the Cubans were not starving, 
they certainly were not overfed. Manufactured goods 
were also rationed, from soap and toothpaste to shoes. 
Toys were rationed; two toys for each child per year. 


There is continued fervor with much Communist 


zeal. Castro is still the hero of the people. The older 
generation is weary with despair and the younger 
generation seems completely indoctrinated. 


An estimated 500,000 men and women serve In 


combat and guard militia without pay. They form 
"the third, the civilian line of defense." Wherever he 


went, the author saw hard-eyed, grim-faced and scowl- 
ing militia staring, watching every move. They were 
on street corners, in front of all stores, in front of and 
inside all government buildings. They were stationed 
on roofs to look down on the streets. They guarded 
hotel lobbies, patrolled beaches and parks. They were 
at schools, bus stations, restaurants and theaters. All 
were armed with loaded rifles. Some also had knives. 


Much publicity was given in Cuba to the Castro- 


Khrushchev relationship. Posters showing the two 
men together were prominently displayed in every 
government building. Russians dominated the Cuban 
scene. They lived in new homes or stayed at expen- 
sive hotels. They were.served food not on the general 
menu, traveled in air-conditioned buses and had their 
own reserved portion of the public beaches. They did 
not fraternize with the Cubans. 


The Russians were much in evidence in the mili- 


tary and in all important posts. Soviet control was 
estimated at 40,000 "experts and technicians" spotted 
in key positions all over the island. Estimates are 
given of Soviet strength in Cuba, rocket sites and mili- 
tary strength. Activities at a fishing port being built 
near Havana drew the conclusion that it is destined 
to be a base for Soviet submarines. Rumors were that 
Cuban caves were being enlarged to serve as sub- 
marine pens. 


The question now is what will the ouster of 


Khrushchev do to the Russian image in Cuba? Will 
the new rulers in Moscow carry on the same policy, 
or will they expect Cuba to show some signs of matur- 
ity and self-support? 


The author concludes with a list of reasons why 


he would not want to live in revolutionary Cuba. But 
since he is not a Cuban, his opinion does not reflect 
the opinion of the people living there. He is looking 
in from the outside; they are living on the inside.

With this volume, Strode completes his biography 


of Jefferson Davis, President of the Confederate 
States of America. It is in some respects the most 
important and revealing of the three volumes, for it 
deals with a period—Davis' post-Civil War life—treat- 
ed sketchily by other biographers, and with a man at 
his greatest stature. 


Davis was treated shamefully after his capture 


in Georgia while fleeing the conquering Union armies. 
He was imprisoned in Fort Monroe, humiliatingly 
kept in irons for a time. For months, he was never 
out of sight of a sentry, denied the solace of dark- 
ness by a light kept burning at the head of his bed. 
He was the target of indignities of body and spirit 
while the Radicals in Washington searched for an ex- 
cuse to hang him. Through it all, Davis conducted 
himself with dignity and fortitude. 


Finally Freed 


When finally freed, without trial, he found him- 


self a hero. As President, he never held a place m 
the South's affections equal to the adoration and re- 
spect he won in his twilight years. And he never re- 
treated one whit from the convictions which, although 
highly controversial and perhaps too unyielding in 


devotion to a Lost Cause, stamped him as a man of 
rare integrity and courage. 


Inspiring though the story is, Strode's third vol- 


ume is still a disappointing work. This is narrative, 
but not definitive biography. Perhaps the author puts 
his finger on the fault when he says in his introduc- 
tion, "I have tried to keep my voice as low as pos- 
sible, to let Jefferson Davis speak for himself." 


Voice of Adulation 


A man as enigmatic, as steadfast as Davis cannot 


be described adequate on his own terms; there must 
be added the cool judgment of the historian. It is 
also a point, and a weakness, that when Storde's voice 
is heard, it is the voice of adulation. Davis always 
was right and all who opposed him were rascals. 


The depth of Strode's feeling is revealed in an- 


other quotation from the introduction: "If Jefferson 
Davis could have had the benefit of radio ... if dis- 
heartened people in their homes and the hungry sol- 
diers in the camps could have listened to his elo- 
quence and felt his dauntless resolution, it is likely 
that the war would have ended differently." Such a 
far-fetched assumption is not likely to persuade the 
reader that the book is written with detached ob- 
jectivity.

paratus. Since he is working at cross purposes with 
the British and American intelligence services a good 
bit of the time, he has to go through some prodigious 
battles single-handed. Of course the sex angle is well 
taken care of in the plot. 


Spillane has moved over into the espionage field 


with such a flourish that he creates scenes right on 
the border of burlesque. But the author's fans will 
be glad to know he still has that flair for the final 
switcheroo just as the narrative ends.

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Handling Sacrifice 
Bids Is Difficult 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


Few players handle sacrifice bids well. Beginners 


don't sacrifice often enough, and experienced players 
tend to overdo it. The Golden Mean is hard to find. 


A sacrifice bid is a deliberate overbid. You hope 


that the penalty for being defeated will be smaller 
than what you would lose If you allowed the oppo- 
nents to play the hand at their normal contract. 


The deliberate overbid goes against the grain of 


the beginner and even some experienced players. If 
Aunt Elsie has bid four spades they want her to have 
the fun of playing the hand. They don't want some 
spoilsport to go down at five clubs and thus steal the 
hand away from the "rightful" declarer. 


Thli attitude prevails among those who play 


bridge without even the tiniest stake. Since only 
honor can stop a prayer from overbidding it is con- 
sidered wrong to bid more than you can make and 
disgraceful to overbid deliberately in order to take 
the hand away from somebody else. 


Normal Principle 


In the normal game people play for a stake or take 


the points seriously. In this kind of game you want 
to win as many points as possible with your good 
cards and to limit the loss as much as you can on 
your bad hands. You don't care which side plays the 
hand. 


At rubber bridge a non-vulnerable game is worth 


about 500 points, including the trick score. A vulner- 
able game is worth slightly more. If you bid a mak- 


able game, the opponents can afford to overbid and 
pay a penalty of 500 points to stop your game. 


They should not break out champagne If their 


sacrifice does cost them 500 points. An even break is 
no cause for rejoicing. They should feel satisfied if 
their sacrifice costs only 300 points; and pleased if it 
costs 100 points. 


The main trouble with giving up more than 300 


points is that you can't always be sure that the oppo- 
nents would have made their game if you had let them 
play the hand. Some game contracts are easy to talk 
about but hard to play. Moreover, your opponents 
may not be the best players in the world. Declarer 
may find a way to go down if you let him play the 
hand. 


Know the Limit 


It is partly for this reason that you should know 


when you have a reasonable chance to defeat the

Outdoors Wisconsin 
Leaves of Arbutus and Hepatica May 
Remain Green Despite Cold and Snow 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


A letter from Mrs. Elmer Leege of Sturgeon Bay 


contains a description of what must be a beautiful 
spot—the five acres of pine woods and wildflowers 
making up the family's home grounds. 


"We have large patches of arbutus," Mrs. Leege 


writes, "both pink and white; and mayflowers (hepa- 
Ucas). so thick one can hardly walk without stepping 
on them Later, there are violets, like large carpets, 
and many many white lilies." 


The "white lilies" are, of course large-flowered 


trilliums She mentions also spring mushrooms, which 
she thinks may be edible. The little pine cone-shaped 
morels, which appear in damp woods about the 
time trilliums are in bloom, are edible. 


Earlier this month, Mrs. Leege says in her letter, 


she found fresh green leaves of the arbutus. Will the 
winter's snows and frosts kill them off, she asks. 


Remain Green 
, 


The leaves of both arbutus and hepatica, or may- 


flower, remain green all winter. There are several 
other flowering plants which keep their foliage 
through the year, among them the twin-flower, gold- 
thread and partridgeberry. Wintergreen too, as every- 
one knows. 


When these plants come into bloom in spring 


they are wearing last year's leaves. In arbutus espe- 
cially, some of the leaves show signs of having lived 
through a hard winter. When the blossoming period 
is over the leaves die and drop off, to be replaced 
' 


by new leaves, which will again winter over. Foliage 
of this kind is often known as "evergreen." 


In another letter received recently, Mrs. Roydon 


Hart of Neenah pointed out a coincidence. The year 
Ray and I had gone "over the top of the lake" (Su- 
perior), the Hart family had made the same trip. 
Last summer their western camping trip included a 
stay at Estes and Rocky Mountain Park in Colorado 
—where my sister had vacationed. They enjoyed the 
Alpine blossoms along the Trail Ridge Drive in the 
park as much as Ruth and I did.

West didn't understand the true meaning of his 


partner's jump to lour hearts. He thought his partner 
had a few useful cards, in which case there would be 
a reasonable chance to beat four spades. 


Actually, the jump to four hearts should show a 


hand with little or no defensive strength. If East has 
a good hand, he can afford to bid the opponents' suit 
first and then bid game in hearts. That is, he bids 
three spades first, on the way to four hearts. Failure 
to make this bid in the enemy's suit indicates that 
the jump to four hearts is a kind of sacrifice. 


If West had understood this, he would have bid 


five hearts. He would go down only one trick, and 
the penalty would be very small (especially since 
West had honors in hearts). 


Makes Contract 


West led the king of hearts and then shifted to a 


trump. Declarer won the trump in dummy with the 
six of spades and immediately led a low diamond 
toward his hand. When East played low, South 
finessed with the jack of diamonds. 


West won with the queen of diamonds but could 


not defeat the contract. If West made a passive return 
(trump or heart), South could cash the ace of dia- 
monds and give up a diamond. Dummy's diamonds 
would then be good, and declarer could get to dummy 
with a trump to discard the jack of clubs on a good 
diamond. 


If West shifted to clubs in the hope of getting the 


club trick, South would capture an honor with the 
ace and would return the jack of clubs at once to set 
up dummy's ten. Declarer would get to dummy with 
a trump to discard a low diamond on the ten of clubs. 


West could thus get a club trick or a diamond, but 


he could not get both. 


It's important to note that South would not make 


his contract if he tried to set up the diamonds by 
cashing the ace first and then leading a low diamond. 
West would win and shift to clubs, thus getting a club 
trick as well as two diamonds.

Reexamine the University Site 


The more the report of the committee 


which picked the lite for the new four- 
year university it examined, the more un- 
acceptable the choice becomei. 


The main challenge to the conclu«ion 


reached by the site selection committee 
concerns the area the new institution 
would serve. 


When the Northeastern Education Com- 


mittee began studying the need for such a 
facility in this area, it was told by the Co- 
ordinating Committee for Higher Educa- 
tion that seven counties should be con- 
sidered the main area to be served. These 
included Outagamie, Winnebago. Calumet, 
Brown, Manitowoc, Kewaunee and Door. 


But 
the 
site 
selection 
committee 


changed the ground rules. They added 
eight counties to the north and northwest 
which they said also should be considered, 
and more importantly, they eliminated 
Winnebago and Calumet Counties for con- 
sideration. 


They pointed out that Oconto, Shawano, 


Marinette, Langlade, Forest, Florence, Vi- 
las and Oneida Counties contained 156,460 
people as of the 1960 census and that the 
university needs of these counties were 
largely unmet. But at the same time the 
committee did not consider others in this 
area like Waupaca or Wood or Marathon 
which certainly would supply as many stu- 
dents as counties like Forest or Florence. 


It is true that Oshkosh State University 


well serves Winnebago County. But how 
can consideration of the site include Ap- 
plpton and not the contiguous cities of 
Menasha and Ncenah? And certainly a site 
in this area is much more convenient to 
Calumet County than is the school at Osh- 
kosh. 


In its initial concept the new institution 


is to be primarily a commuter school. But 
most of the counties lying north and north- 
west of Green Bay are too distant for com- 


muting. Therefor* th« actual location, glvt 
or take 10 or 20 mllei, la not important. 


The conclusion that Green Bay ii the 


population center when these northern 
counties are considered does not hold up 
under factual examination. Many of thew 
northern areas are actually clo»er to Apple- 
ton than they are to Green Bay. The two 
principal north-south highways that serve 
those northern areas are STH 55 and 45, 
and Appleton and Kaukauna are the south- 
ern terminals for those highwayi in this 
area. 


The recommended site west of Green 


Bay is also very impractical as far as 
Manitowoc County is concerned. Students 
from that area would have to cross the 
entire city of Green Bay and one of its 
bridges at periods of peak traffic conges- 
tion in morning and late afternoon. 


The committee report does not make 


one specific point why the Green Bay site 
was chosen over the committee's second 
choice south of De Pere. We can only sur- 
mise that it was for one of two possible 
reasons, or maybe both. 


To give the committee full credit for 


impartiality, the Green Bay site is most at- 
tractive to the eye, sitting as it does on 
high ground overlooking the entire city. 
Rut we must also wonder how much the 
committee might have been influenced by 
the fart that it was appointed by Governor 
Reynolds and the Governor had previously 
said he wanted the site in Green Bay. 


The Coordinating Committee at a meet- 


ing Dec. 10 is scheduled to come to the 
decision whether the institution will be 
under the jurisdiction of the University of 
Wisconsin or the State Universities Sys- 
tem. 


After that decision is made, the re- 


gents who are given the responsibility for 
building this school should reexamine the 
premises upon which Governor Reynolds' 
committee made its decision. 


The Future of Europe and the U. S. 


President de Gaulle has been urging 


the West. Germans in particular among 
European to cooperate to the fullest with 
France in developing a sound united Eur- 
ope. Germany is the major challenge to 
French leadership, in great part because of 
its tics to the United States. 


In n recent speech, De Gaulle snid "Ihe 


cooperation of two great peoples recon- 
ciled . . . IR the only basis on which the 
union of western Europe can be estab- 
lished. . . . For any one of them to re- 
nounce this union and. accepting the role 
of an auxiliary, to place its life in (be 
hands of a power, friendly certainly, but 
one located in a different world and whose 
destiny cannot be identified with that of 
Europe, would be to injure greviously a 
grent hope." 


The warning against the influence in 


European affairs of the United Stales is 
being carried by France into other arcns. 
At the current NATO meeting in Pans, 
General Pierre Billotte. said United Stales 
nctivity was a form of "neocolonialism" in- 
dicated by American business and financinl 
"invasions" of Europe. The Implication of 
course is that all American intervention in 
Europe is purely for self interest. 


In a way the charges are just the oppo- 


site from the ones of early American his- 
tory when the old European nations sought 
colonies in the New World to contribute 
to their maritime empires and trade ex- 
changes 
England in particular was suc- 


cessful at this until the American Revo- 
lution but French iinportsnca in North 


The Source of Violence 


The rise of crimes of violence in the 


United States, particularly among both 
boys and girls in their teens, has been ac- 
companied by some startling examples of 
large numbers of people sitting on the side- 
lines and offering no assistance to assault 
victims. There have been numerous reports 
of such incidents, particularly from the 
big cities. 


Dr. David Abrahamsen. a Norwegian 


born psychiatrist, discussed the problems 
of such violence and apathy on a recent 
television prograrft. He tied them together. 
"Violence and apathy are really the same 
thing. Apathy is an indirect expression of 
violence. Beyond violence and hostility are 
fear." 


Those who watch unprovoked attacks 


and do nothing are getting a vicarious 
thrill, according to Dr Abrahamsen. "They 
were enjoying what they saw. Apathy is 
the condoning of a crime or an antisocial 
event that takes plnco. The person is grati- 
fied subconsciously " 


Of course there are those who do not 


offer to help out of a personal fear of 
turning the attnck upon themselves. But 
there also seems to be a tremendous lack 
of self respect among both those who actu- 
ally do violence and those who look on and 
do nothing to halt it. 


According to many psychiatrists, this 


lack of self respect is born primarily in the 
home. It comes from parents who do not 
look on a child as an individual and thus 
do not treat him as one Burdened by this 
feeling of his own worthlessness. the child 
goes to school where he is unable to de- 
fend himself against what are the essen- 
tials of group activity. The youngster with 


& confidence created by his conception of 
himself as an individual contributes to the 
group, the team, the class; the child with 
no such awareness los« himself in thi 
group but retains a resentment against it. 


Violence is the extreme reaction to thil 


America in the 17th and 18th Centuries 
was also great. And of course private Amer- 
ican investments in Europe loday are prl- 
m.irily for the purpose of making a profit. 
That influence is far greater than Ameri- 
can slang, soft drinks or bebop records. 


Most Americans, however, would not 


object at all to a strong united Europe, 
self 
sufficient 
to n great degree 
Such 


strength would serve as a bulwark against 
(lie expansion of communism either mili- 
(anlv or economically. 


Rut Europe has demonstrated twice in 


this century that 11 could not develop and 
mamlain such health and strength. We 
have rcpcntodly boon blamed for not realiz- 
ing Ihe needs in Europe sooner and send- 
ing aid which might have prevented the 
two world wars from going so fnr. 


And so it is now that we do not cinre 


to let Do Gaulle run NATO alone or let 
West Germany try to keep ponce in Berlin. 
The Europeans are more closrlv united 
than In recent history. They ha\e some 
forward looking loaders, including in some 
ways. President do Gaulle. They have wise- 
ly rebuilt from the ruins of World War II. 
Certainly Ihe United States cannot and 
would not try to dictate decisions in NATO 
or to the Common Market 


But the United States has s responsi- 


bility, born of the deaths of thousands of 
Americans in the world wars, to continue 
to offer suggestions, press for decisions we 
feel are wise, and work against the efforts 
to turn Europe into an isolationist society, 
however united and friendly. 


attitude. And apathy perhaps is merely an- 
other stage in reaction, derived from the 
sense of uselessness. the 
what-can-T-do- 


alone attitude coming from an incomplete 
sense of one's own personality. 


The. incidence of violence among Amer- 


ican Negroes is high whether they live in 
the north or the south 
The deprived 


homes, described so vividly by social work- 
ers, often have parents who never speak 
to their children except in grunts or mono- 
syllables. Such children in the schools do 
not grasp the meaning of n word for inani- 
mate objects much less for themselves. 
And away from their homes they are not 
individuals but Negroes, their treatment 
dependent upon their color rather than 
their own actions or abilities. 


The violence among lynch crowds in 


the south is similar. It stems from the fear 
of equality for the Negro which would give 
the poor whites no one to look down upon, 
a feeling essential to their own self re- 
spect. Their pride is only in their own 
white skins, not in their individual worth. 
The crowds that watch murder are deny- 
ing the individual even as are the mobs 
who riot. 


The responsibility that falls upon par- 


ents and to a far lesser extent upon the 
schools is to make every child aware of 
his personal worth or even of his own 
individuality. Unfortunately some 
child 


psychology has interpreted this into a per- 
missive philosophy which actually works 
in the opposite direction. For the child 
who is not restricted is one who soon con- 
cludes that no one really cares about him. 


It ii far easier to try to blame the vio- 


lence on television or moviei ai a cauae— 
and perhaps it it a factor but not a cause— 
than to work toward the development of 
American home* where every member ii 
respected as well ai held responsible. But 
that in where the aolution lie*.

One can 
always discover bruised feel- 
ings in a department as big as 
the State Department, with so 
many highly intelligent people 
holding diverse views on con- 
troversial issues. 


Taking the broad view, it is 


fair to say that Mr. Rusk has 
been 
a 
good departmental 


chief, kindling no fierce loyal- 
ties, 
but 
avoiding 
serious 


mistakes and preserving cord- 
ial working relations with his 
closest advisers. 


An even more enthusiastic 


verdict will be given by the 
foreign 
governments which 


must do business with him. 
Take any ambassador at ran- 
dom, 
and the verdict 
will 


always be the same. Mr. Rusk 
will invariably be praised ai • 
competent and courteoui nego- 


tiator, tenacious of American 
interests but considerate of 
other points of view. In this 
vast and important area, so 
essential to the work of any 
secretary of state, he deserves 
verv high marks indeed. 


So does he for establishing 


such good relations with the 
national security staff under 
McGeorge Bundy in the White 
House. Of course, equal credit 
for this achievement belongs 
to Mr. Bundv who has become 
virtually indispensable to Pres- 
ident Johnson, as he was to 
President 
Kennedy, 
without 


ever questioning the powers or 
-violating the prerogatives of 
the State Department. It was 
no small thing however for 
Mr. Rusk to see these qualities 
in Mr. 
Bundy and respect 


them so deeply

would stand much higher than 
it does now if his relations 
with Congress had been less 
easy and congenial. This is no; 
the same as savins that a

Many members of the House 
and 'Senate are able to under- 
stand fresh initiatives and are 
willing to support them. But 
some controversy is often the 
price of agreement, and Mr. 
Rusk shuns controversy. He is 


content, 
all 
too 
often, 
to 


expound the problem where he 
should accept the risks of 
leadership and fight for his 
own proposals. 


It is very hard to think of a 


single area 
of controversy 


which he has entered in the 
past four years. He has never 
drawn any fire away from the 
While House. In this whole 
range of responsibility it is 
impossible to deny that he 
suffers from a grevious de- 
fault. 


But all secretaries of state, 


not forgetting Mr. Stimson or 
Mr. Acheson or Mr. Dulles, 
have their weak points as well 
as their major assets. With 
Mr. Rusk, the keys to great- 
ness are easily within reach if 
he consents to grasp them. He 
has merely to be more deci- 
sive in pressing the State 
Department's 
case 
in 
the 


ultimate debates inside the 
administration; and then he 
must defend these decisions 
with 
undismayed conviction 


against all critics and all 
public attack. He has the gifts 
of scholarship, the genius for 
exposition, the authority of 
leadership that are needed for 
these tasks. His apprenticeship 
to greatness has lasted long 
enough; now he must tower 
into the real distinction of 
which he has always been 
capable.

Read Newspapers From Orbit 
Lens Breakthrough Produces Better, 
More Accurate Spies in the Skies

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In 


the past five years, a hush-hush 
revolution has taken place in 
the United States' ability 
to 


keep its eye on the rest of the 
world from the sky. 


The surveillance — on obvious 


targets such as buried or cam- 
ouflaged missile sites, and on 
less obvious targets such as in- 
dustrial centers where traffic 
patterns may betray a concen- 
tration of effort on little known 
projects — goes on day and 
night from two levels. 


Level One is the atmosphere, 


extending upward for about 20 
miles. Through it wing such 
planes as the high-soaring -U2. 
a photo-version of the F4 Phan- 
tom fighter, called the RF4C; a 
four-engine version of the B57 
Canberra bomber, called the 
RB57F;

nounced RS71, a camera-toting 
adaptation of the 2,200 mile-an- 
hour All.

Their 
increasing 
efficiency 


has depended largely on techni- 
cal breakthroughs in cameras 
and other surveillance gear de- 
veloped for vehicles that travel 
in Level Two: the 100 miles-and- 
up zone of satellites such as Dis- 
coverer, 
Midas, 
Samos and 


Nimbus. 
, With new lenses and electron- 
ic magnifying techniques, cam- 
eras in Samos photographic sat- 
ellites now reportedly can read 
a newspaper from orbital alti- 
tude. .

Better still, "cameras" sensi- 


tive to infrared (heat) radiation 
instead of visible light can see 
as well at night as earlier aerial 
cameras could in bright day- 
light. 


Nearly Cuf 


This breakthrough — crucial 


in maintaining 24-hour surveil- 
lance - came in development of 
Midas satellites. This program 
was almost cancelled once be- 
cause infrared sensors designed 
to detect the heat of missile 
launchings were too frequently 
confused by other heat sources 
such as blast furnaces, sun-re- 
flecting crags and even the sun 
itself.

There has been no official 


confirmation, but more than a 
year ago rumors swept through 
the aerospace industry 
that 


Midas researchers had broken 
through the sensitivity barrier. 


Since then researchers in oth- 


er programs have disclosed 
lenses can be made that will 
filter out all but certain desired 
frequencies of infrared radia- 
tion.

First official indication of the 


advances in infrared surveil- 
lance came with the recent 
launching of.the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion's Nimbus weather satellite. 


Much smaller than Samos and 


Midas satellites, Nimbus none- 
the less has been able to take 
detailed pictures of cloud cover 
at night, and engineers admit 
its infrared sensors could be 
focused on the ground just ai 
well as on clouds. 


U.S. reconnaissance satellites, 


launched southward over the 
Pacific from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base in California, go 
into orbit around the Earth's 
poles. This brings every square 
mile of the revolving Earth's 
surface under surveillance once 
a day. 
Red Orbits 


So far as is known, the Soviet 


Union has never used polar or- 
bit. It is not believed to have 
launch pads from which it could 
fire south without detection. But 
this if no great disadvantage.

Replacement 


Since the 'international furor 


following 
the Francis 
Gary 


Powers incident, military men 
have been studying every plane 
in the U.S. inventory as a possi- 
ble replacement for the U2. 


A fairly successful compro- 


mise was the RB57F. This twin- 
jet bomber was given longer 
wings resembling the U2's and 
two small engines so it could 
loiter at high altitude. It had 
more than twice the U2's 500- 
m.p.h. speed, but this wasn't 
fast enough to escape 1,500- 
m.p.h. fighters. 


The big breakthrough in Level 


One reconnaissance was the 
developmsnt of a 100-foot-long 
triangle-tailed plane that could 
spear through the air at 2,200 
miles an hour and soar to an 
altitude of 100,000 feet. Equally 
important, it had a range of 
lome 2,000 miles and could car- 
ry a heavy payload. 


Two Versions

tered as sparsely as one part in 
several million part of air. 


Stepping Stones 


With such tools available, it is 


small wonder that military and 
intelligence agencies are push- 
Ing for better platforms on 
which to mount them in the air 
and in space. 


Undoubtedly much reconnais- 


sance use will be made of the 
new Fill, a land- or carrier- 
based fighter with wings that 
fold backward for high speed 
Hight.

Liquid Crystal Thermometer 
Doctors Finding Useful Work for 
Properties of Villain Cholesterol

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Th« 


doctor spread some of the cu- 
rious new liquid on a young 
woman's hand. 


The liquid film turned blue 


from the natural warmth of her 
hand. 


Then she took two puffs of a 


cigarette. Moments later, 
the 


film covering her fingers turned 
red. 


Her fingers had cooled down a 


fraction of a degree because 
nicotine in the smoke had con- 
stricted tiny blood vessels and 
slowed the flow of warm blood. 
The effect lasted a couple of 
minutes before the film turned 
blue again. 


In another test, she touched 


her fingertip? momentarily to 
some ice cubes Her fingers 
again became red, then blue 
again when they warmed up. 


Thermometer 


The liquid offers a new kind of 


tell-tale medical 
thermometer 


— a color thermometer. By vi- 
rid color changes it may prove 
able to measure even 
tiny 


changes in the temperature of 
the skin, or tissues beneath. 


This could be highlj useful in 


detecting some kinds of cancer, 
warmer because cancers have a 
rich blood supply, or in studying 
effect* of drugs designed to im- 
prove blood flow, or pinpointing 
areas of arms or legs in which 
arterie* have become danger- 
ously 
narrowed 
or partially 


blocked by clots or disease. 


Similar films can measure 


auch phenomena as the temper- 
ature distribution of air to • 


room, or the heat produced in 
electronic equipment.

Still 
other 
special 
films 


change color to detect the pres- 
ence of noxious gases, such as 
ammonia or ether. Still others 
change color under pressure of 
objects pushing against them, 
report scientists of Westing- 
house Research Laboratories in 
Pittsburgh. 


These special liquids — ac- 


tually known as liquid crystals 
— promise a host of industrial, 
medical and even military uses. 
All are derived from cholester- 
ol, a natural fat-like material. 


In Between 


Cholesterol is blamed as the 


villain forming part of 
the 


"rust" inside arteries that un- 
derlies heart attacks. It also is a 
natural component of some hor- 
mones, nerves and other body 
tissues. 


While cholesterol is a solid, 


many of its compounds "exist In 
a strange, in between condition 
of matter in which they show 
some properties of liquids, and 
some properties of solids or 
crystals," explains J- L. Ferga- 
aon, a research physicist. 


Moleculei of the cholesterlc" 


liquid crystals have a peculiar, 
corkscrew-like alignment. They 
reflect pure colors from within 
the material itself. 


But eeven slight changes In 


temperature, or pressure, or 


from chemical reactions .can 
affect the alignment of the liq- 
uid-crystal molecules. When this 
happens, they reflect different 
colors. 


Color Change 


The scientists >-je experiment- 


ing with a variety of different 
cholesteric compounds. Various 
kinds have a "zero" or normal 
point of some particular color. 


Changes in their natural color 


toward the blue or red portions 
of the spectrum then can meas- 
ure slight changes in temper- 
ature, for example, much as an 
ordinary 
thermometer 
meas- 


ures a rise or fall in the temper- 
ature of air around it. 


One intriguing idea is that "in 


a crude sort of way, these ma- 
terials duplicate the basic living 
reactions of touch, taste and 
smell," says Dr. W. E. Shoupp, 
Westinghouse vice-president for 
research. 


Secret Key 


"It could be more than coinci- 


dence that of the one-third of a 
pound of cholesterol in the aver- 
age human body, high concen- 
trations are found in the brain, 
spinal cord and nerves, where 
the human sense organs ori- 
ginate, and are interpreted," he 
says. 


"It. may not be too much ta 


hope that eventually we might" 
anticipate the explanation o! - 
certain life processes in terms 
of the beha\'ior these unusual 
materials exhibit. In any event, 
wt can expect that continuing 
research will throw new light 
on UK problems they appear t* 
create in the human body." 
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
